Petain’s “Secret 
Talks” With 
Mr. Churchill 


At his interrogation in Paris 
yesterday Marshal Pétain declared 
that, at the same time as he had 
his first meeting with Hitler, he was 
negotiating secretly a treaty with Mr. 
Churchill, which, if it could be dis- 
closed, would show the world the 
true significance of his (Pétain’s) 
subsequent actions. He said h 
could not disclose the details, even 
in his own defence, unless Britain 
consented. 
Pétain defended the sabotage and 
destruction of the French fleet at 
Toulon as “an inevitable sacrifice 
and a national mourning.” He con- 
tended that he could not have 
ordered the fleet to attempt to reach 
North Africa and join the Allies, 
because such an order would have 
been impossible to execute,” and. if 
it had been tried and had failed the 
consequences for France would have 
been serious. 

These consequences, he said, 
might have included: (1) The return 
to Germany of 700,000 French 
prisoners whose release he had 
accomplished; (2) the installation of 
a German Gauleiter over France, 
instead of a French Government; 
(3) other severe reprisals.

or the United States. Her rulers, 
in the nature of things, have no 
conception of the .normal work- 
ings. of a parliamentary demo- 
cracy. Russia is a wholly totali- 
tarian State, although its basis is 
Communist instead of Fascist. 
Marshal Stalin is a dictator with 
powers every bit as great as those 
which once were enjoyed by 
Benito Mussolini and Adolf Hitler. 
He is Sir Oracle; when he opes 
his mouth let no dog bark. In 
these circumstances, it is not sur- 
prising that Marshal Stalin has 
not yet been able to fathom the 
British and American systems of 
government, under which every 
political leader is subject to a 
parliamentary vote, and no deci- 
sion can be taken without the 
consent of a popular majority. 
Doubtless, in ‘time, the Russians 
will begin to realise the funda- 
mental difference between their 
form of government and those of 
the nations with whom they are 
allied; but, in the meantime, a 
certain amount of confusion is 
being caused. The difficulty in 
Berlin last Tuesday arose almost 
entirely out of a matter of pro- 
cedure. At the Yalta Conference 
Marshal Stalin, Mr. Churchill and 
the late President Roosevelt 
reached complete agreement 
régarding the areas of Germany 
that would be occupied by their 
respective armies. When German 
resistance began to collapse, the 
British and Americans—especially 
the latter—forged ahead, ignoring 
the Yalta lines of demarcation in 
their supreme. effort to bring the 
war to an end. Naturally, they 
both over-ran the frontiers which 
had been arranged by the “ Big 
Three,” and in this fact is to be 
found the cause of Marshal 
Zhukov’s attitude. 

The Russians are refusing to 
discuss with their allies any 
of the problems created by 
Germany’s defeat until the 
British and American troops 
retire to’ the lines of demarcation 
that were arranged at Yalta. This 
arrangement was unanimous. It 
also was secret in so far as no 
4. [public pronouncement was made 
In these circum- 
stances, the British and Americans 
were, to say the least of it, 
surprised when a few days ago 
the Moscow newspapers, without 
reference to London ,or Washing- 
ton, published a map which 
showed the precise ara of 
Germany to be occupied by the 
Red Army.
